Exploding Flywheel Cuts Off Leg of 
Henry Messer, Aged 58, While 
Sawing Wood on Saturday. 


A flying fragment of an exploded 


flywheel from a portable sawmill cut 
off the leg of Henry Messer, aged 58, 
and threw the severed member 100 
feet across the back yard of a house 
in South Gastonia to light on a coal 
pile. The accident, perhaps the most 


_ unusual ever to have happened in 


this section, occurred Saturday af- 
ternoon shortly after 3 o’clock while 


the older man and his son; Sam, 


were cutting wood at the house of 
W. E. Bradley, in the Seminole mill 
village. 


Mr. Messer is now resting fairly 
easy at the City hospital, where he 
was taken in ambulance immediately 
following the aecident. He lived at 
Lowell, and for some time has been 


going from place to place cutting 
wood with his son, who lives in the 


Clara Mill vicinity. 


Whirring around at the rate of 
probably 2,000,or more revolutions a 
minute, the heavy cast steel ‘fly- 
wheel broke into five parts under 
the terrific centrifugal forte with a 
noise like that of a dynamite explo- 


sion. The parts scattered like shrap- 
nél, one piece, weighing 29 pounds, 


and two feet long, whizzing through 
the air to hit the mill tank 300 yards 
away. 


A smaller portion of the wheel 
caught Mr. Messer at the left knee, 
severed it, as though it had been 
caught beneath a gigantic meat 
cleaver, and threw the leg with such 
force that it landed on a pile of 
coal. Pieces of flesh were scattered 
over the yard. 


Mr. Bradley and his children were 
in the yard at the time, and they 
gave all possible aid to the injured 
man who was knocked to the ground 


by the impact. 


‘The fragment of the wheel that 
hit. the tank a long distance off made 
a noise like an airplane according 
to a dozen or more persons who 
heard it. 

Another piece, weighing several 


pounds, ripped through the fender 
of the old Ford car on which the 


sawmill was attached, went through 
the air 100 yards and crashed 
through the wall of a house and fell 


inte the kitchen. The fender looked — 


as if it/had been cut by a can opener, 
so smooth was the place. — 


The last. portion of the wheel was 


found buried several feet in the 
ground.
